Sea, ca- 
pable of Shinping, it would facili- 
tate the Navigation of the World 
two Parts inthree, but it’s next to 
an impomibility, for its almoft a 
continued Chain of Mountains, of 
which fome are as highas any of the 
Alps. efpecially thofe towards the 
North Part, wrich is only defcribed 
in thefe Papers, none of the Colony 
being able to give fo exact an Ac- 
countof the oomrh as yet.

Neighbours, he had a Plate of Gold 
hanging over his mouth, of an Oval 
Figure, covering his mouth. from 
cornerto corner, he had hanging at 
each Ear a Pendant made of two 
large Plates of Gold, faftned to a 
Ring, the one hanging beforeto the 
Breaft, and the cther behind on the 
fhoulder; the Plates were about 8 
Inches long, and {haped like a heart. 


Thofe whoattended hil wore on 
their Headsa kind of a Diadem made 
of Cane. work, indented and jagged 
at ithe top, wrought very fine, and 
well painted, fet round at the top 
with long beautiful Feathers, in the 
| form of a Crown. 


They all 4 wore fae hal Chains of 


Teeth, hacia down tromthe Neck 
above

above a Foot. The Teeth:were all ib- 
dented and.over-run , tallied and 
notched. exactly. with the other, 


which made them look like a folid 
peice of Bone. 


.. The Deputies V atter they had 
made.a Low Obeyfance to his Maje- 


fty; were conducted by the Mafter of 


the. Ceremonies, who is always a 


- principal man, to fome Seats. made 


of Logs of ..Wood , covered with 
Cotton Cloth,. juft over-againft the 


King’s Throne,,, but much lower. 


After they. were feated, they were 
by the fame Mafter of the Ceremo- 
niescommanded to give an account 


of the Affairs they had to- tranfac 


with.his Majefty. ‘Then Mr.. Pater- 
fon, the Firft of the Embaffy, rofe up, 
and after due reverence; made .a 


fhort and pithy. Speech, the, fub:. 


ftance of which was, That they were 
come from the utiermoft Coaft of the 
World, being the Subjetts.of a Mighty 
Prince, to admire bis Grandeur, to e- 
ftablifh Trafick, and to make a firict 
League with him againft all Enemies 
whatfoever. There

|. There was.a moft profound filence 
during the Speech, and it was obfer- 
ved that his Majefty fmiled, and of- 
ten twirled the Plate of Gold which 
covered his mouth, which wasa fign 
that he wasextreainly pleafed. But 
-Icannot here omit one thing which 
happened juft when the Speech was _ 
ended, which was no imailcaute of 
Laughter: A Drove of Monkeys 
came leaping upand down the Brar- 
ches of the Trees, and made an ex- 
-traordinary {queaking , fometimes 
breaking the little Branches, and 
throwing them down among the 
people, and pifled among them,and | 
bung down‘by one another's Tails, 
in a Chain, and {winging in that 
“manner till the lowermoft catcird 
hold of a Bough of another Tree, 
and drew upthereft, andit’s by this 
means that they pafs trom top to top 
of high Trees, whofe Branches are 
a little too far afunder for their leap- 
ing. The Undians looked upon this 
-asavery good Omen,and interpreted 
it thus, Zhaz as the Monkeys by this 
| Stratagem were amutial affiftance one

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to another, fo the Scots and Indians 
would be, and that all would end in plea-

After this little Diverfion was o- 
ver, all was hufhed again in a pro- 
found filence. Then, by his Maje- 
fties Order , a Noble Indian ftood 
up, and made a Speech, the fub- 
ftance of which was, That rhe bear- 
ded Men were welcome, that there 
foould be nothing wanting that they 
could pofibly afift them in, that 4

and that they might be affured of it the 


more, his Majefty would Swear it by his 
Teeth, and Touching of Lipswith hi 
Fingers.

After the Speech was ended, ‘the 
Deputies were ordered to withdraw, 
which they did, making a Profound 
Reverence to his Majefty. Then they 
were conduéted to a pleafant'cool 
place, at a little diftance from the

entertained with a fort of Drink 
made of Indian Mace, which was ve- 
ry ftrong, but of a Sourifh Tatfte, 
and is very windy. 


The Deputies asked if they had a- 
-nyotherfort of Drink? Upon which 
-prefently was brought in great Cala- 
bathes a milderdrink, called, #4z/- 
Jaw, which is made of Ripe Plan- 
tains, which isnot unpleafant, to 
the Palate. After they had been 
treated, in this place about an hour, 
a Meflage came from his Majetty to 
invite them to Dinner, which was 
made ready under. another huge 
Tree, for Houfes here are none, 
this being only a place tor Summers 
 Diverfion., where they fear no 
Rainor change of weather for fome 
months.

They found the King Seated on 
a low Seat, with fome few of the 
Nobility ftanding about him. aiter 
due reverence paid him, they were 
commanded ‘to fir down at a lirrle 
diftance from) His Majefty, who 
tae 2 was 


was at the head of »the Table 
which. was made of twigs, moit 
curioufly wrought, and covered 
thick with Plantain Leaves, inftead 
of Cleth and Napkins, and inftead 
of Knives, theté was a kind of a 
Dagger which they ufe in War, 
called a Macheat : In the midcle 
of the Table was an Earthen Vef- 
fel full of falt, which is very fcarce 
in the inner Parts of the Country, 
and another of Pepper, which 1s 
very plentiful, and | much ufed in 
Dreffing all their ViGtuals. 


The firft courfe was of flefh meat, 
which was ftewed in very » {mail 
Pieces in a Pipkin, with Roots 


and Green Pilantains, and Bonanos, 


with a great deal of Pepper, which 
was ftewed too much and poured 
out into Earthen Difhes; It relifh- 


ed extreamly well, and perfumed the. 


whole place. . 


| The next Courfe was for the mott 
Part of the flefh of two forts of 
Beafts, called by Indians Peccory 
ees | and 


and Nartee, which was broyled 
upon Grid-Irons made of Wood ; it 
was ferved up without any fawce; 
but when it came to the Table, one 
of the waiters ftrew it all over with 
Salt and Pepper. - uted fy 


The third’ and laft:Courfe was of . 
Fifh, fome boiled in Earthen Pipkins 
with Pepper and Boxazos; and fome 
broiled upon-the Indian Grate, cal- 
led Barlecues. 


After all, for a kind of defert was 
ferved in dryed Plantains, Bonanos, 
and a kind of a musk Fig with fome 
Baftard Cinnamon, with which the 
‘Country abounds. | 3 


Every one had. at his right hand, 
two or three Calabafhes of feveral 
of the above-mentioned Liquors, to 
‘take and drink when ‘he pleafed 
without any Cups, and another of 
Curious Spring. Water.

‘T HEY had not been long there; 

_ when a Meffenger came to them 
toask them if they would be pleafed 
to divert themfelves with Hunting, 
for ‘News was brought the King, 
that a great drove of Péccary was 
Come down the Hulls. This Peccary 
Isa kind of ‘a wild hog, very black 
with little thort Legs, yet runs {wift 
ly. "Its Navel is upon the back, and 
it upon’ the ‘killing this Beatt, the 
Navel is not cur away from the Car- 
cafs within four hours at fartheft, it 
taints all the flefh and makes it ftink | 
intollerably ; but if it betaken away, 
it will keep well feveral days, and 
is well tafted’ and very Nourifhing 
- Meat. But’ to return to our dif. 
eourfe, all things were made ready, 
ie aa 7 the 
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the Dogs were brought out, which 
are fmall ill fhaped Curs, with 
rough ftragling hair and very flow ; 
So that they rather ferve for flarting 
Game, then running it down. The 
Hunters which were all on foot, 
here being no Horfes, had every 
one his Bow and Arrows, his Lance, 


-and a long Knife which they calla 


Macheat ; being thus accoutred, 
they fet forward, and the Women 
made frequent Prayers for their fuc- 


ces. The King with the Deputies 


ftood upon a Hill, where was an ex- 
cellent Profpe@, and where they 
{aw the whole Hunting without 
{carce moving a ftep; with their 
Men and Dogs and fome Nets they 
had (which are made of a fort of 
Grafs that we called filk Grafs, of 


which ftrong thread is fpun ) they 


furrounded four or five of them, fo 
that they could not eafily  efcape. 


They feemed not to value the Dogs 


which durft not attack them, but 
ftood barking at them, as it were 
at Bay. But the Hunters from be- 
hied fome fhrubs, fhot them. with, 


their ~~

their Arrows, and they made away 
with feveral of them in their Bo. 
dies; and run very faft for a while, 
but the lofs of Blood foon flopped 
their Carreer. Then they came in 
with their Dogs and Killed them 
with their Lances in a trice, then 
‘they cut them into four quarters 
‘immediately, and raifed a mighty 
‘fhout, which was An{wered by the 
King and the People about him ; 
‘fome Playing upon a kindof a 
Trumpet made of Bambo, and found- 
ed in an unmufical ftrain, the Death 
of the Peccary, as foon as the Pec- 
cary was brought to the King, he 
made the Deputies a Prefent of 
two of them. 


At Night they took leave of the 
‘King, and were Coridutted to the 
fore-mentioned place of retirement, 
where were hung feveral large 
Hammocks made of filk Grafs, 
‘and tied from Tree to Tree; the 
‘Night was pleafant and refrefhing, 
and every body flept as well as if 


he had been in the beft furnifhed 
) *# Cham- 
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Chamber, there was all round a © 
mighty jfilence, and the pleafant — 
murmuring of the wind in the tops | 
of the Trees gently moved us to — 
fleep ; neither were» we troubled 
with the leaft fly or infect, which 
are very ttoublefome in low {wam- 
py ground. But it’s not here to 
be forgot, that a proffer was made 
of fome young Women to folace 
the Deputies, which was modeftly 
refufed. Every body flept found- 
ly till about Sun rifing, when we 
were awaked by a noife of Paw- 
naners, of which enough has been 
faid above. ‘ ? 
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CHAP. VIL 


Of sbeir return to Fort St. 


Andiews. 


| After they had dreffed and re- 


frehed themfelves wath tome 


of the Peccary Barlecued, or broil- 


ed upon a Wooden Grare, they 
walked up and down thole pleas 
fant Groves, and pafled two Days 
more with almoft the iame Enter- 
tainment and Ceremonies as at firft. 
The third day Barly in the Morn- 
ing they had their Audtence of Con- 
e ; and feveral young Boys of the 

Chief Nobility, were recommend- 
‘ed to the Deputies to be Educated, 
and to Learn the Scorti/p Lan- 
guage, who were kindly received 
by them; who were glad to have 
fo many Pledges for the obferva- 
tion of the Treaty, and which was 
the greateft mark imaginable of 

: F252 their 


their fincerity, they were re-condu- 
ced down the Hills with almoft the 
fame Ceremoniesand Dancings they 
had at their coming up. All was 
pleafantand gay, onely the mothers 
of the young boys made at firft a 
mighty howling, and beating of 
their Breafts; but they were com- 
forted by their Husbands, who told 
them, It would onely be for « while, 
and that the Deputies would [ead fome 
Boys of their Nation to be trained up 
in their ltead. ; 


In our return we met with a fort 
of Wild Hog, called Warree by the 
Indians: It is very good Meat. it 


has little Ears, but very great Tusks, - 


and the Hair, or Briftles, is covered 
with a long and thick Set.” It’s a 
fierce Creature, and dreads no Beaft 
whatfoever: But one of the Com- 
pany quickly difpatch’d it with a 
Slug fhot out.of a Fowling Peice, 
The Noife of the Shot rouzed at the 
fame time a ftately horned Buck, 
who made his efcape.

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We faw abundance of Rabbets, 
which are as large as Hares, which 
have no Tails, but little fhort Ears, 
with huge large long Claws: They 
have no Burroughs, but lodge in the 
Roots of Trees. Several of them 
were ‘Killed. They are excellent 
Meat , and eat much moifter than 
European Rabbeis, 


We met with whole Droves of 
Monkeys, moft of them black, fome 
few white , fome with large Beards, 
Others Beardlefs, which were then 
fat, the Fruits being ripe, and are 
very agreeable meat. 


We faw many other forts of Ani- 
mals, of which a further Account 
will be given ina particular Trea- 
tile, by an ingenious Gentleman. 
who defigns the Natural Hiftory of 
thefe parts. But we neither faw 
Bullock, Horfe, Afs, Sheep, Goats, 
nor fo much as a Cat, tho they be 
_ much troubled with Rats and Mice. 
_ 50 that one may make their Fortunes 
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by Cats, as Whittington did, who 


was twice or thrice Mayor of Loz- 
don, which confirms that common 
Tradition of his fudden acquiring of 
ereat Riches.. ye 


The Countrey we returned thro 
was very Woody, onely here an 
there were fome pleafant large Sava- 
nals, where grows great plenty of 
Maiz, which makes a fubftantial 
ftrong Bread, but it eats fomething 
dryer and harfher than our Wheat. 
It produces a wonderful increafe, a- 
bove a Thoufand for One. The 
Planting and Gathering of it is the 
Work of the Women. The mens 
Employment is only hunting and fi- 
thing. - ; : 


_ There are infinite quantities of 
Cedar, very high and large. ‘The 


Wood is very Red, of a curious 
grant {mell, 


Grain, and of avery fra 

The onely ule they make of them 
is for Canoa’s and Periago’s, the firft 
being much lefs than the fecond , 


which latter fometimes, tho all of 
| one 


one Tree hollowed, will conveni- 
ently carry fifty or threefcore men. 


There are great ftore of Plantains 
which produce an excellent Fruit: 
The ladiaas fet them in Rows, and 
they make very delightful Groves. 


Bowanos grow here in great plen- 
ty: They are a fort of Plantains, 
the Fruit isfhort and thick, {weet 
and mealy , it eats excellently well 
raw ; but the Plantaineats beft when

it’s boiled. 


But the Crown of ail is that De- 
lictous Food which we call the Pine- 
Apple, fhaped fomethiug like an Ar- 
tichoak, asbig as aman’s head. It 
grows like a Crown on the top of a 
 ftalk, about the thicknefs of an or- 

_dinary man*s Arm, and a Foot and 
- ahalf high. The Fruit is common- 
ly 7 pound weight, inclofed with 
fhort ‘prickly Leaves.. This’ Fruit 
hasnoKernelin it. *Tis-very juicy, 
and feems to tafte of all the Delicious 
Fruits together. It ripers at oe |

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of the Year, and is raifed from new 
Plants. The Leaves of the Plant 
are broad, about a Foot long, and 
grow from the Root. Some of the 
Company would have called it, The 
Vegetable Manna, which would have 
been no improper Name, for it has 
a thoufand Delights in its Tafte, and 
may fupply the Defects of all forts 
of Fruits. Its Leavesferve for cov- 
ering of Houfes, and Bed-cloaths o- 
ver the Hammocks, Two or three 
of them will defend one from the 
Sun and the Rain. | .
